They came upon the man at his camp 
in the canyon; The 'man was very surly, 
and would not talk. The constable al­ 
lowed him to walk away from them} 
and this gave the man a chance to .go 
to-u cache he had made and attempt to 
hide some articles.

Mrs. WillOughby Rodman of Los An­ 
geles, who has been active in social

organization of the French Red Cross in 
Los Angeles, gave a very earnest talk 


on the subject, reviewing some of the 
history of what the Los Angeles women 
have been doing since the European 
war broke out. 


" We only had very meagre inforrua- 
tion on a printed slip when we .began 
the work in Los Angeles," said; Mrs. 
Rodman, ' ' but we went into it with 
determination and learned as we went 
along. 
The 
necessity 
for 
bandages, 
abdonminal pads and various, bindings 
for wounds, made us work feverishly, 
and we received instruction from nurses} 
from the. Los Angeles hospitals and from 
physicians. We soon became proficient, 
so that m a n y days we. had as many as 
forty women working at one time. 
We 
hired a room, and performed the work 
on long tables. 
At first we cut 
the 
cloth Into proper lengths, but later our 
work grow so fast that we had 
the 
bolts cut-at the factory, and often then 
we could not get tho cloth fast enough 
to keep all tho women busy. 


" M a n y women took the cloth home 
with 
them, 
and 
instead 
of 
playing 
bridge in the evening, utilized 
their 
card-tables for the rolling of bandages; 
We have the satisfaction of knowing 
that at this time, hundreds of soldiers 
are receiving the benefit of this work 
which we did in Los Angeles."

. Drifting with the crowd along the 
Strand and Fleekstreet; I came to Lud- 
gate Circus, where I went into the of.- 
flee, of, TtiopJa^ Cook and 'Son.

from Mr. Scott Turner, manager of the 
Artie.. Coal Company, ^offering mt/ n 
position y in Tromso,, Norway, and On 
ihe^ island of West %itzbergen, 
one 
hundred dollars a month and expenses. 


That letter was the opening chapter, 
so to speak, of a volume of adventures^ 


While in Italy I had f orseen vthat my 
funds / would soon run out, and, 
a 
measure of precaution, had written let­ 
ters to a number of business concerns 
asking for work.' One of therie letters 
went to Mr. Scott Turner, whom I had 
known years previously in Seattle. 
I 
.told him that I was working my way 
around the world and that/ being a poor 
man, there was little luxury in it. -In 
his reply he said that he thought he 
could make use of a man of about my 
size and shape, and he outlined a most 
bewildering list of duties. 


First of all I was tp spend two 
months in Tromso arranging the com­ 
pany's ,files, running errands, and do­ 
ing general office work. 
Then, on the 
first of' June I was to sail for Spitz- 
bergen, where I was to take charge of 
the mine office, operate the store, 16ok 
after,the supplies in. four warehouses, 
and superintend the commissary depart­ 
ment, which fed two hundred: and fifty 
men.'. Mr. Turner stated that 
these 
duties, would take up about .fifteen hours 
each day, and that'if I was. not needed 
in the mine I could, have the rest of 
the time', to myself. 
/ s ,T 


/ After reading Mr. Turner'B letter .£ 
at once looked up, T 
R O I N 8 0 and; 8p|tz* 
bergen^ on a- nfaps;.; Tromso £ found td 
be three) hundred miles north of^the 
Arctic Circle, or four hundred miles far­ 
ther north than Nome, Alaska; while 
Spitzbergen was about* one thousand 
miles from the North Pole. The Arctic- 
Coal Company was an American cor­ 
poration, mining coal on the island of 
West Spitsbergen^ and its purchasing 
office was in Tromso. •> 
, 


ON THE WAY TO THE ARCTIC. ^ 
Fifteen minutes, after reading this 
letter I was on my .way' to the"Arctic 
Circle—in a third-class coach going to 
Newcastle. After lodging at Newcastle 
in a cheap hotel I sailed for Norway as 
a steerage passenger on' the Jupiter, a 
small steamer belonging to a Norwegian 
company/witk the overpowering name 
of Det Nordenfjeldske 
Dampskllssels- 
kab. • My steerage ticket cost me twen­ 
ty-five dollars, which left only threo 
dollars to see me through to my des­ 
tination. 
I 809a discovered that the 
price of this ticket did not include 
meals. 
The journey from' Newcastle 
to Tromso takes seven day8,, and I was 
therefore' confronted with the alarming 
problem of making threo dollars' last 
for a period of a week. With this scan­ 
ty sum I'had to buy food from the 
steerage steward. 
When it gave out 
I should have to fast. 


There are few attractive features con­ 
nected with Norwegian steerage accom­ 
modation. 
Ups and downs, however, 
were a part of the game, and I recalled 
with 
pleasure-^-and regret—the 
good 
meals and beds, 1 had enjoyed during 
my sojourn in England. 


The first morning out, St'avanger, on 
the coast of southern Norway, hove in 
sight amid a cluster of snow-clad hills. 
We had little time for. this small town, 
and after an hour's stop the Jupiter 
turned her nose towards the north and 
resumed her journey, 
At Bergen I 
tramped down the gangway with my. 
fellow-passengers of the steerage, and 
spent a few hours, during the time our 
ship was in the*) harbor, roaming tBe 
streets. I found my way in and out 
among the alleys of the odoriferous fish- 
markets and -ate. some food which I 
bought, taking advantage* of land prise*. 
In Troj0hjem I made my way through 
a snowstorm to the. cathedral, return­ 
ing to the ship by way of the main 
street, where I laid in a supply of cheese 
and bread. < 
' 


The trip along the "Norwegian eoast, 
as our boat slowly woimd her way 
through the maze of narrow channels 
and picturesque fjords, was a beautifc) 
one. 
For a few hou/t we would be 
hemmed in by an endless number of 
little snow-covered i»l«» on oije ,aide, 
«4th the abrupt and ruggedettff* of the 
Norwegian mainland on the, otb*r; then 
we -would steam out into the open oce^s 
agaia; The Ant morning oat frW 


Trondhiem we drossed the Arctic Circle} 
|^tfhti»Winfc-of intenj»«>rilineaB cam* 
oyer ,me j.;T;alraoat -imagihed that I was* 
going; to another world.' The snow-Covt 
j^redpountainsiand islands, the sharpY 
nets of the cold, the absence of an^ 
inhabitants^ along the coast, and the 
emptiness of my stomach, all combined 
tpvflll me'with the most lonely and for­ 
lorn'thoughts. 
Where was I going t 
I asked myself, and what mad freak had 
put it jnto my head to wander to this 
out-of-the-way. corner ojf the earth f 


STARVATION. 
The problem of food had now become 
a serious one. My money i had given 
out, and the. stock' of provisions I had 
laid in at Trondhjom was exhausted. 
The steerage steward had taken\& dis­ 
like to me/ for I had rebelled at the 
small portions he dealt out at the be­ 
ginning of the trip, when I had money 
with which to pay. I tried to mako up 
to" him, jri the hope of a "hand-out," 
but instead, I nearly got a,"kick-out." 
There was nothing to do but fast until 
t reached my journey's end. 


Late one afternoon, couched in the 
center of a vast desert of snow, a smtiil 
village appeared. 
Our boat directed 
her nose towards this dreary and lone­ 
some-looking settlement and in a short 
time was alongside the pier. 
It. was 
Tromso. How glad I was! As soon as 
the, ship •was moored I descended the 
gangway and set out to find my friend 
Turner. ;I hadn_'t a cent in.my pocket, 
and I hadn't eaten for two days! 


When I reached the shore I took a 
deep breath of the fishy atmosphere, 
and proceeded up the street, lugging 
my two bags. I wns now three hun­ 
dred mileB north of the Arctic Circle, 
and the island town of Tromso was 
buried beneath eight feet of snow. 
I 
had walked barely ten yards when my 
feet flew from under me and I came 
down with a fearful thud. My two bags 
fell from my hands and slid about on 
the slippery snow of the packed street 
like drops of quicksilver. 
Picking my­ 
self up, -I gathered my belongings to­ 
gether and started .again. 
Ten yards 
more, and I fell in the same undigni­ 
fied manner. I thought the whole eight 
thousand inhabitants of Tromso were 
gazing at me as the crowds on the side­ 
walks congregated to see the drunken 
foreigner perform. 
Again I tried to 
make progress," but seemed impossible 
for me to keep^my equilibrium. I near­ 
ly became discouraged. A waxed floor 
is like a ploughed field compared to the^ 
winter smoothness of a 'Tromso'street. 


F found Turner in his room at the 
Grand Hotel, and > we were' very glad 
to see one another^ foV we had not met 
for.four years.' An encounter up here 
in ;the frozen north made-the reunion 
of two American's? especially-cordial. 
• 
A Mr. Gibson,' of Pennsylvania, super-' 
intendent of the Arctic Coal Company, 
was Turner's room-mate, and, with-my 
advent the foreign population of Trom­ 
so was raised to three. ThiB scarcity of 
aliens made us conspicuous.members of 
the community, and a constant source 
of curiosity. 
We three comprised the 
American staff of the company, and wo 
all lived at the Grand Hotel. 
This 
hotel was a three-stoTy frame building 
buried up' to the window-sills of the 
first floor in snow. 
It was conducted 
on purely Norwegian lines. 


LIFE IN TROMSO. 
' 
The average inhabitant of Tromso 
lives on a diet of fish and boiled pota­ 
toes, with an occasional piece of cheese 
or canned "salt horse." 
Breakfast is 
almost an unknown meal, .and when it 
does take place it is seldom held earlier 
than ten o'clock. 
Dinner follows at 
two-thirty in the afternoon, and supper 
at nine in the evening. 
This is a most 
distressing schedule when one wishes 
to keep office hours and accomplish 
somo work during the day. By a special 
arrangement with the proprietor of the 
hotel we wore able to have our break­ 
fast served in our rooms each morning 
at half-past ^ eight. 
Cheese and bread 
being the usual diet, we could not ex­ 
pect any great variety of food. On 
their arrival, several months before, 
Turner had expressed a wish for soft- 
boiled eggs and GHson for fried eggs, 
and these, accompanied with bread and 
coffee, had been the,menu of the initial 
meal of the day over, since. "When I 
arrived there must have been great con­ 
fusion in the kitchen among the cooks 
and waiters to determine what odd 
notions I might have about 
eating. 
However, without consulting me, they 
decided on a sort of compromise, and 
the maid appeared on my first morning 
with one soft-boiled egg and one fried 
egg! 
This assortment constituted my 
breakfast every day thereafter during 
my month's stay in the hotel. 


Bath-tubs seem to be a rarity in Nor­ 
way; and,the town of Tromso had the 
distinction of possessing one bath-house. 
Our hotel and the private houses, with 
few exceptions,' did nof contain tubs. 
To add to this scarcity, the one bath­ 
house only 
7 opened its doors to bathers 
on one day each week. We American 
resident's were threo of Us most regular 
patrons. Bathing in a washtbpin f* an 
unsatisfactory process, to jmy nothing 
d| its awkardness, but«we were forced 
to this means of cleansiag ourselves 
taring the i»t«mi*tfcat the bathtubs 
of the villages i^ojsd behind closed 
4oor§. 


The morning after my arrival I re- 
portad for work at the company's of- 
j(i|e. \ I was at first assigned to arrang

supplies for the summer season at the 
mine.

The^office was a crowded little space 
on tho ground floor of a frame building 
on tho main street of .Tromso, and, con­ 
sisted of three small rooms. In addition 
to the three Americans, the staff in­ 
cluded**, chief clerk and an office-boy. 
The chief clerk was a*Norweigian who 
had served as an American soldier in 
tho Philippines and who spoke excellent 
English. 
He was an invaluable man, 
and acted as the channel through which 
all business of the office was transacted; 
for tho Americans, not knowing Nor­ 
wegian, had to get him to translate all 
letters and contracts nnd interpret all 
conversations. 
The office-boy , was a 
young native who had acquired a fair 
smattering of English. 
Although an 
industrious lad, he frequently stopped 
work in amazement at what fe con­ 
sidered tho outlandish mannerisms of 
the Americans. 


Tiie office was busy buying supplies 
for, the summer and coming winter sea­ 
sons at the mine on Spitzbergen, mak­ 
ing contracts for the sale of coal, char­ 
tering ships, and hiring men as minors 
and laborers. 


Spitzbergen is entirely frozen in for 
eight months of the year, and the mine 
had an "open season," or time when 
the coal could be shipped out, for only 
four months. It was necessary to have 
a winter crow and a summer crew. The 
winter men, who numbered about one 
hundred, were now on the island and 
out of touch with tho wofld, with the 
exception of communication by means 
of a wireless station operated by tho 
Norwegian government. 
This crow did 
nothing but .mine, and tho coal waB 
placed in a stockpile alongside the 
wharf. ^ A new force of two hundred 
men was taken to the mine at the open­ 
ing of the summer season, and the hugo 
task of shipping out the coal mined 
during the winter, was undertaken. 


The company chartered all its eight 
boats with the exception of one, • tho 
William D. Munroe, which it owned. 
This ship w a B in dry-dock undergoing 
a thorough and expensive overhauling 
under the instructions of officials and 
inspectors of tho Norwegian govern­ 
ment. 


The coal mined was bituminous, with 
a low percentage of ash, and was con­ 
sidered;, exceptionally 
good 
fuel' for! 
steamer,!,': Tfce, demand' for. it, much. ex» 
ceeded'-the supply, the. production'n't 
this'time being only twenty»flve thoui 
sand tons a year, and there was a good\! 
market for it at five and six dollars 
a ton delivered. 'The larger part of 
the output' was sold to Norwegian com­ 
panies, most of it being consigned to 
Christiania, Christiansund, Bergon, and 
Trondhjem. 
Several cargoes were also 
dispatched to Archangel on the White 
Sea for a Russian concern. 


I LEARN SKIING. 


Out of business hours I devoted much 
time to the social life of Tromso. On 
the second evening after my arrival I 
received an invitation to attend a ski­ 
ing party of young men and women. 
Thoy proposed to ski over the hills of 
the island behind Tromso, to ia small 
cabin, about five miles distant, and there 
cook a meal oyer a log fire. 
I know 
nothing about ski-ing, and had never 
even seen a ski, and when one of my 
Norwogian -acquaintances 
offered to 
lend mo a pair I was puzzled to know 
how anyone could get over the snow 
with Buch fence-rails strapped to his 
feet. I was perfectly willing to learn, 
however, so I donned the two unfamiliar 
slats and, assisted by two pretty Nor­ 
wegian girls, who did not understand 
English, started out on the flvo-mile trip 
to the cabin, 


The party numberod about 
twenty 
boys and girls and thoy were soon far 
in the lead while my two female aids 
tussled with mo in the rear. We pro­ 
ceeded smoothly, enough (the arms of 
the two girls, tround my waist and mine, 
of course, round theirs) until we camo 
to the first hill. 
This inclino looked 
about a thousand miles long to mo,' and 
almost vertically steep. 
My escorts 
wore expert at tho sport, but they had 
not sufficient strength to prevent my 
causing a catastrophe. 
We started 
down the hill, and in a few seconds 
were going at the speed of an express 
train, 
I never expected to reach the 
bottom in anything approaching a digni­ 
fied position. About fifty yards of such 
travelling was all I could stand, and 
then the spill took place, I wasn't man 
enough to- fall by myself, but had tf 
drag the poor girls with me, The three

of us rolled down the bill together and 
landed, half buried in the snow, in tho 
most undignified pile I was ever in.

each attompt swept everything before 
we, dragging down everybody within 
arms' reaches I swooped by. This per­ 
formance continued until wo arrived at 
the cabin. 


Here wo were all refreshed with cofTeo 
and sandwiches, which the girls prepar­ 
ed, and tbon we sat round tho big log 
flru singing and smoking. 
Everybody 
smoked, women and all, for it is a com­ 
mon th^ntf for the fair sex to use cigar­ 
ettes in Norway. I dreaded to see tho- 
timo approach for us to depart, for I 
knew that our return home would ba- 
a repetition of my eventful journey to. 
tho cabin. It was two o'clock in the 
morning, tho sun wus rising on the dis­ 
tant horizon, and I thought I might 
show signs of improvement when assist­ 
ed by daylight. 
We started back, tho 
leuders of the party very judiciously 
selecting a course which was not so hilly 
and which portended a more peaceful 
journey. It is a fairly 
Hi in [do manner 
to glide along on the level, and the re­ 
turn did not prove nearly so disastrous 
as the outward trip. I managed to con­ 
duct myself fairly well, but my tiuut 
was coming.
